It may interest the Chamber of Commeree,
which appeared a few days ago, by rep-
resentative before an Assembly Comnittee
and declared the grievanees of New-York
business men sgainst the railroads, to observe
what the business men of Boston are dolng
to enlarge their facilities for trude. A letter
from a Boston correspondent sums up the
important changes in the railroad system of
Maussachusetts which will ueeessarily  result
from the completion of the Hoosae Tunuel
road during the Summer, and describes the
preparations that are making m Boston to
provide adequate terminal facilities for the
great traflic to and from Europe which is
confidently expeeted. Iu the words of our
eorrespondent, * Boston buosiness men intend
® o draw to themselves the export business of

“the West, and to provide for doing that
“ husiness at less expense than is possible in
“any other seaboard city of the conntry.”
The advisability of an effort in this direction
on the part of New-York seems to have been

pretty well forgotten of late.

geen, to repudiate. Jersey City also defaults
to-day on the salaries of employés and other
indebteduess, This, however, is not a case of
actual bunkruptey, and the failure of the city
to meet its obligations at the peoper time is
therefore the more to be regretied,

The inguest in the case of alleged ill-treat-
ment in the Blackwell's 1sland Insane Asylum
lhas resnlied in o complete vindieation of the
officiuls 1n charge, The inguiry was witnessel
by a jury eomposed almost enfirely of phy-
sicians; mot only did it fail to diselose
any foundation for the charge of cruel treat-
ment, bt the husband of the dead woman
heeame eonvinced that his accusations were
nufonnded and  withdrew them, while her
mother declived that she had  viated her
dunghiter while she was in the asylim, and
pad found her apparently under good care.
The Coroner’s jury sustained the management
of the asylum in all respeets, and ivis but
just that the ver et of honprable acquittal
shomld be as widely proclaimed as the original
ipdictment,

“PRESIDENT-MAKING.”

It is objected with something like flippancy
to the debate now in progress in the House
over the propoesition of the Democracy to
starve the Exeentive Department into com-
plianee with their terms, that it is “simply n
“matter of President-making,” the inference
being that beyond the c¢ffeet upon the for-
tunes of Presidentinl candidates on  either
gide, it iz of mo great consequence.
Well, suppose it be admitted that President-
making is the main purpose of the disenssion,
and that the chief thing aimed at on either
side is to influence public opinion with refor-
enee to the Pregidential election of 1880, we
do not see that even then it may not have its
uses, aud very profitable ones too.  Even in
ordinary  times—if there ever nre ordinary
times in politics—the Presidency 13 no such
light aftair that the conrse of purties, the acts
of party leaders, and the debates in Congress
are independent of it. The ecirenmstances of
the preseut politieal situation lend nnnsual
importance to the question of the next Presi-
deney, for the reason that only that oflice
stands between the Democratie party and the
abeolute control of the Government, for which it
so ardently strives, It is not strange that Presi-
dent-making should begin with this Congress,
for that is the proverhial ocenpation of the
aoceomnd Congriss of a Presidential term, That
the business is entered upon so early 1s
aceonnted for by the eircomstance of a called
seasion, and the action of the last Congress,

which made the eall necessmry. A Dem-
ocratic  Congress, for party reasons by
o means uneonnected  with  the  Presi-
dential — guestion,  compelled  the  extia
session  and  precipitated the  debate. It
would  lave been  vastly better for the

country 1o have postponed it till the reculur
sesston of December, that we might in the
Conzreszional recess have enjoyed u period of
assured security and rest. But the new Con-
gress having been convened, President-making
is in order, and we are not sorry to see it
beeun. We bhave no sympathy with those who
pretend to despise it as petty business,

Whitt givea to the present debate unnsual
signiticance and the highest importance is the
fact, as has been intimated, that it is pre-
liminary to the grest coutroversy of 1880, io
which the people of this country ave to deecide
whether the party that abandoned the Govern-
ment in 1561, and for four years sought
to destroy ii, should be given control of the
only department that stands between them
and absolute power. It is a question of an
entire ehange of poliey and of rolers, It is
important that it should be discnssed with
the utmost thoronghness; that on both sides
the opportunity should be given to show to
the people what is its precise intent and
meamupe, The Republicans in Congress wel-
comwe the opportupity, and will not shun
the responsibility,  They beliove that it is
only necessary to aneover the real spirit and
purpose of their opponents in order to gain
a popular verdiet against them.,  They desire
anly to draw out the leaders of the Demo-
eratic purty to a full expression of their
opinions and a frank digelosure of their plans,
s0 that the country may judge them by what

they are  proposiug  to do as well ns
by what they have doue; by their pro-
gramme for the future, as well as by

their reeord in the past. The Democraey have
just come in possession of the last of their
acquisitions from the reaction against the

Repubiicans which began  with  President
Graut's seeond term.  Their accession  to
power in the Senste is  the  culmination
of that moveient—the crest of the wave,
Their redueced mujority in the House m
the present  Uongress 18 a  significant
token of the returning tide. DBut they

still have both branches of Congress, and
strong hopes of swooping up the Presidency,
their next oljective point. Aud the question
Lefore the people is whether they have shown
themselves so faithful in few thiogs as to be
promoted over all.

The debate in progress, whieh, thanks to
such poble speeches as that of General Gar-
field, is throwing up in bold velief the record
of the party by the sude of the disclosure of
ite present purpose, will do wuch to ilami-
pate public opinion on this puint. The meas-
ures which a Democrutie canens has voted to
foree upon the country by the starvation
poliey have direct snd immmediate reference (o

the Presidential election, Their work s
President-making  pure aod  simple. It is
a desperate dash on their part at the

last obstacle between them and the power
and patrouage of the Government. On the

other gide, President-making is thus far con-
fined to the simple tactics which force the
Democrats to uneover their designs. If it
were merely a matter of personal smbition—
& question which of two or three or a dozen
aspirants for this high place ahould snceeed—
the business of President-making would be as
petty and confemptible as some of the dig-
iointed thinkers with noses in the mr affect
to consider it; but in existing cireumstances
it is vastly more than any merely personal
concern. It is a question of sweeping away
the last Dbarrer between the Demoeratic
party and unlimited power ; a question of sir-
rendering and reversing all the results of the
war. And that s a step franght with such
momentous eongequences that too great delib-
cration eannot be exereised in its consideration,
Congress nught do better than be in session,
but being in session, it cannot do better than
give the freest scops to euch disenssions as
are now in progress, Republicans have noth-
ing to fear from them, Democrats onght not
to have, if they are willing to uncover their
veal purposes and are sineere in their profes-
sions of confidence in the people.

SHaLL VOGTES COUNT?

Not only has the Democrutic party, in every
closely contested national election during the
past forty years, attempted to win by an or-
gamzed conrse of frand, but for at least
twenty years it has heen concerned in habit-
nnl conspiracies to set aside the popular will
atter a due declaration of the judgment. De-
cent men generally regard it ns the depth of
haseness to gnbmit & cose to arbitration and
then refuse to abide by the decision beeanse
it happens to be unfavorable; but Demoesatic
politicians, however respectable they may be
in private life, throw respeetability to the
winds when they deal with pnblic affaira. In
1860 the Demoeraey submitted a great nn-
tional issne to the arbitration of the popular
vote. The verdict being against them, they
promptly repudiated the arbitration, aud dur-
g Tour terrible years of war they fousht to
obtain by force what had Deen lawfully aud
regnlarly denied them by the decision of the
hallot,

Xt the election of 1870 they bronght ont
their Inst voter, and when it beeame apparent
that the eomntry had again decided against
them there was hmdly an imagivable scheme
of fraud or wiolence to which they did not
resort in order to overturn the jndzment to
which they had submitted themsilves, They
Wibed an elector in Oregon to falsifly the
final record of the vole of that State, They
bargained with the canvasscra of Florida and
Sonth Caroling to change the figures after
the returns bad been made up and counted.
When other plans failed they econcerted o
villanons plot to put all the electors of
Soeuth Caroling in jail on fictitions clharges,
s0 that the State might lose her vote entitely.
All these rasealities were defeated ; and then,
when the last formal act that shounld make
effective the verdict of the popular voie was
about to be performed, this revolutionnry parly
once more repudiated its  compaets  and
threatened the conntry with a civil war. For
the sake of the publie peace, the Repuliicans
vielded so fa1 as to submit to a new arbitra-
tion, putting again in dispnte the prize they
had fuirly won. The Eleotoral Cominission
wias organized, both parties solemnly agreeing
to abide by its judgment. Men will not soon
forzet what followed, The Commission pro-
nounced in favorof the Bepublican purty, and
instantly the revolutionary Democraey was m
arms, threatening chaos and the breaking up
of the Government, and paying no more re-
eard to laws than if they were o much waste
paper, or to solemn promises and covenants
than f they were last year's winds,

Now the Demoeraey have brooght on an-
other erisis, They are bent upon a certain act
of legizlation from which they hope to reapa
politiea]l advantage, The people have réfused
to give them a suilicient mujority to nass that
act, They take refuge at ouee in their old
plai—repudiate the submission to the people,
amd attempl to seize by vielenee what the
arbitrators of their own choice bave decided
not to give them. In every emeigency the
Hepublican party bus a deuble contest to
wage with these dungerous and conscicuceless
men, It has first to defeat them at the polls,
and then, when the election is over, it has to
compel them to abide by the result. The see-
ond stenggle 1s far the wore important of the
two. The first ouly poverns changes of
policy ; upon the second depemds the very
principle of free government. We have al-
ways won in this afier-contest ; aml while
the Awmerican people retuin their common
sense, their love of justice, and their pride
in republican institutions, we always shall
win,

WAGES AND COST OF LIVING,

The wvery interesting report for the year
1575 by the Massachnsetts Burean of Labor
Statistics does moch eredit to Mr. Carroll TN
Wright, Chief of the Burean, and embraces a
mass of information which will prove of
especial value in future discussions regurding
the purchasing power of the corrency, Mr.
Wright hns examined, evidently with great
care, and with all the facihities at the com-
mand of his oflice, the comparative rate of
wages in all branches of industry during
the years 1860, 1572 and 1875, and the
avernge retail prices  of articles entering
into consuwmaption for the same vears, His
tables embroace retarns by towns and by dil-
foreut branches of iodustry, and are interest-
g and valuable, not onky in their aggregate
results, but for the nseful forimation which
they give resarding the comparative eomdi-
tion of workors in difforent oecnpations. It
should be suid goperally that the work ap-
pears to huve boen very impartiolly and iatel-
ligently done, and there is no (race of a dis-
position to twist the stutistics to the support
of any theory whatever, The general resalts
bave slready been pnblished.

Mr, Wright believes that while retail pricea
are still somewhat higher than they were be-
fore the war, wages are relatively higher yet,
80 that the purchasing power of the average
wiges of 18785, meadared by prices of articles
ordivarily entering wito consumption, is about
10 per eent greater than the purchasing
power of the wages actually reccived in 1860,
mensured by the price of the same articlos at
that time, To that cxteat, therefors, the
workingmen, as a body, nre better oif; their
condition Las improved duving  eighteen
yours of progress in the arts, and notwith-
standing  eighteen  years  of  experienes
ander o debanched and Huetuating envreney. It
should bLe saul, bowever, in eriticism of these
statisties, that the retail prices, as obtained by
information from the different towns in a
State like Massachusetis, vary =o widely as to
create a suspicion  that the foree of local
monopolies has wot been fully considered. In
localities where shops wre few, nud where
within a cousiderable distance there may e
ouly a single store having sapplies of eertain
articles, the retail prices of these articles are
but slowly affected by a fall in the wholesale
prices. Within certain limits the sellers haye
virtually a monopoly, whicl they naturally

employ to the ntmost. This state of things
necessarily exists under all eonditions of lalor,
and under any form of currency. It is one
unavoidable disadvantage of a comparatively
scattered population.

Tha effeet of a fluctnating enrrency which
has been o long in use, aud which has con-
tinnally tended to widen the margin between
the wholesale and retail priees, in order that
retail sellers mizht insure themselves against
changes in the oost of articles sold, is still
felt, although the flactuations in the purchas-
ing power of the eurrency with respeet to
gold have eeased,  Moreover, this unnatural
wiargin between wholesale and retail prices
necessarily lingers longest and operates most
severcly in those loealities where the seller has
the greatest advantage, The reduction of
prices to a legitimate relntion with the cost
of ariiclea comes very slowly, and for some
years the consumers will stll have to pay a
certain tribnte to loeal dealers in consequence
of the debauchiment of the curreney throngh
which the eountry has passel, Of course it is
in  their power to modify by persistent
economy  or  united  effort  this  vir-
tual monopoly, and gradually to eompel
a reduetion of charges to a specie level, 1t is
not a fault in Mr. Wright's exannnation, how-
ever, that it reveals this unnatural coudition
of things ; on the contrary, lis statistics wonld
have heen less valnable on the whole had they
been based solely npon the wholesaln pricos
at commercil centres,

The sharp decline in the retail prices of
drygoods is ona of the most striking features
of the report. No other elass of articles has
so greatly deelived in price in comparison
with 1860, and yet it does not appear thak
the wiges of operatives are now as low as
they wore before the war. Paving decidedly
mote for labor than they did in 15060, the
manufacturers obtain decidedly less for their
products, And the difierence in the cost of
raw material is not sufficient to restore the
equilibeinm.  In these fucts is found the ex-
plapation of the eontiuned depression of man-
wlactures in New-Englaud, and it is hardly
to be expected that their condition will
greatly improve until enlarged markets are
founud for their products.

The inerease in the wazes of employés in
1878 from 1860 was 45 per cent in silk man-
ufaetures, 33 per cent in woollen manufac-
tures, 20 to 28 per ceut in linen manufactures,
and 22 per cent in worsted mannfactures; and
19 per cent. in the cotton manufactures, The
profits, as all know, have been excecdingly
! nartow. In view of these facts, iv is cspe-
cialiy gratifying to find that the laborers of
Massachusetts, as a class, are not disposed to
eomplain of their condition, Less than one-
third of those making replies to the inquiries
of the burean considered that their employers
protited unfaivly by their labor.

A PESTILENTIAL CITY,

While the yellow fever was raging in New-
Orleans last Fall, the inhabitants formed ex-
eellent resolutions about measures of eleanli-
pess Lo provent a recurrence of the epidemie.
They were too busy narsing the sick and
bursing the dead to put them in practice

at the time, bunt they were determined
that rs  soon a8 «the fever abated
the city should be thoronghly swept and

garnished. It was in a horribly filthy condi-
tion, and strangers not acenstomed to its {oul
sights and vile odors wondered that the en-
tire population did not sicken sud die. A
corcespondent of Tue Trivese who visited
New-Urleans in Janunary found the  peo-
ple siill talking about the necd of sanitary
measures, but doing pothing.  They blamed
the loeal government, which wis worthless,

corrapt  and  Demoeratie, for not under-
takiug the work of cleaning the reck-
me streets and  gutters, but  they  were
| ton  bnay  with preparations  for the ap-
{ proaching  Mardi Gras festival to organ-
lize any popalar  movement to  eomp:l
[ the officials to do their duty. Yellow Jack

was dead, or at least was benumbed by the
eolil and sleeping soundly ; and relieved from
the terrors of his rergn, the careless citizens
were subseribing thonsamils to bail the ad-
vent of King Carnival with senscless revels
and gorgeous mummeries.  Onr corresponident
exploped the distriets of the city inhabited

by the poorer classes, and found  them
reeking  with  all  uncleanness—the  road-
ways  canuls  of  fetid  mite  and  gor-

| buge, and the open gutiers, which are the
| ouly seweis, covered with a green seuni that
| suggested untold horrors of putrefaction be-
towr. Even in the cold weather of midwinter
the smell from the gutters at night, when the
| inbabitgnts secm privileged to empty into
U them any sort of filth, was so dreadtul that
prudent people shot themselves up in their
Bomses alter 10 o'clock.

Still there was hope that when the Carmval
madness snbandod a resolute eifort ab purili-
ention would be made, but weeks have goue
by and wothing has been done. A corre-
spondent of the Staals-Zeitung, in a leiter of
reesnt dite, desciibes the preseut eondition of
the eity, ontside of Canal, Rampart, Espla-
made and o few other principal streets, a8
simply abominable.  The sensitive reader cau
hurdly got throngh his aeconnt of the appesr-
ance of the strects, surlaee-sewers and cveme-
tevies without holding his nese.  How human
beings bhreathe such poisonons exhalations and
exist isa mystery 3 but man is an aduptive nn-
wal, and gebs used toalmost anything. The New-
Orleans people were not greatly shocked at
the discovery made lust Winter, that a street
contractor had been filling up holes in the
Tighways with offid awd gzarbage brought from
the public dumping-grownd ; and the complaints
of physiciune, guoted by this corvespondent,
of the sickening condition of the potter's field,
where bodies are deposited in the wet, miry
ground, a few inches below the surface, to he
rooted up by swine, will probably create no
great sensation.

1f New-Orleans were alone the suflerer for
her shorking neglect of sanitary measures the
rest of the country might see her wvite nnew
outbreak of yellow fever with tolerable equa-
nimity 3 but unfortanately she iz an open door
through which the pestilence stalks to mvage
the entire Valley of the Mississippi. A hundred
cities and towns muy be desolated throngh her
erimpinul carelessuess, While bier eorrapt officera
are dividing the spoils of her municipal mis-
government  and  ber reckless citizens are
piping aud daneing, thousauds of people along
the bunks of the great river sl its (ributa-
ries are looking upou her with lear and trem-
bling, a8 a deeadfnl plague-spot from which
the dreaded yellow death will emerge as soon
ns the hot weather comes, to devastate thewr
howes.

General Butler was right —perfectly right, Tt was
valgar, in the bad sense of that word, for opposing
counsel in the Cameron case to say anytliong about
Fort Fisher and Big Bethel, He latd down an ex-
oellent rule, whieh is worth quoting for the bonofit
of all coneerned :  ** Anything is vulgar whieh is
introduced  into n case  that does not belong
there, with the object of tiying to belit-
tle a party m a eanss for wo other pur-
poso thau the effeot which it may produce.” Tue
General bimself for & moment forgot bis rule when

he retorted tpon Mr. Peters that ha “ had spent a
portion of his time i the Old Capitel Prison—a
teaitor to his eonntey.” This was o little too much
in Mr. Peters’s way, but then we ean’t  say
that it was not provoked, It is easy for
gentlomen  of the bar to  slip mto  this
undignifiod style of porsonal fence: indeod, the priac-
tice 18 48 ancient as law practico itself, It prevailed
at the Irisl barin the days of 1ts greatest brlliauey,
and resulted in many Phaaix Park duels. 1t

1w a way which lawyers bave of adver
tising their cleverness to  the publie  which
furnishies  them  with  elionts; and  we

hardly remember a wugle great advocate who
did not necasionally lapss into if. In any book
of ancedotes of the bar, the majority of them will
be of retorts conrteous or discourteons, andof repar-
toe more pungent than delieate, Snch coses as that
pending at Washington must be tried, bot why not
with a grave soverity, as if all engngad folt seriously
the unpalatable nature of the malodorons business,
A dawyer is er ofivio n gentloman, Moreover, he
has an opportunity of giving society lossons in good
breeding. Vigor is not inconsistent with graviiy,
and the surer an advoeate feols of his law, the
more polite he can affard to b, General Butlers
rule is 4 good one for himsolf and for all his breth-

red.

Somn of the Sonthern newspapers of the still
dissatiafied Confederate type are finding fanlt
harshly with those Southern members who prop-
erly enongh voted peusion money to the veteran
soldiers of the Union. The systew of pensioning
men who fought on the * winning side ™ at the ex-
pense of the losing side is, it is thought, * unfair
and iniguitone” This grombling comes of a mis-
understanding of the whole matter, There was no
“ winuing side" in the striet sense of the word.
There was no “side” ot all. The laws wero
mantained ; the Government was preserved against
treasonons attacks ; the Republic was saved; but
the Southorn armiss were never rightly in the field,
and wers never cousidered belligefents except for
puarposes of convenicnce and humanity. If the
socoders have come honesily back to the Union,
they must take it as they find it, and bear the bur-
dens which they themselves ereated, Beeause we
want fraternity and restoration of the old good
will, it does not follow that we must admit
that we were wrong. or no more right
than were the disugonists, If they may demand
that we should refuse a just recompenuse to those
